Nix o n added Eisenh o w 
er is “ ch amping at th e bit” to get 
back to wo rk fu lltime. 
And th en th e v ice president add­ 
ed: “ I h av e no reaso n to believ e 
th at th e President is co nsidering 
o r will co nsider resigning. 
“ After h av ing seen h im, after 
h av ing talked also to h is do cto r, I 
am co nv inced th at h is reco v ery is 
su re, and th at it may v ery well be 
ev en so o ner th an wo u ld no rmally 
be th e case. 
“ And I wo u ld say th at so far 
as th e President h imself is co n­ 
cerned, th ere was no h int at all 
o f resigning, and th ere h as also 
been no discu ssio n wh atev er, h ero

And then the vice president add­ 
ed: “ I have no reason to believe 
that the President is considering 
or will consider resigning. 
“ After having seen him, after 
having talked also to his doctor, 
am convinced that his recovery is 
sure, and that it may very' well be 
even sooner than would normally 
be the case. 
“ And I would say that so far 
as the President himself is con­ 
cerned, there was no hint at all 
of resigning, and there has also 
been no discussion whatever, hero 
at the meetings which I have at­ 
tended, of the President finding 
it necessary to resign because 
of this tem porary disability. 
“ I would like to scotch once and 
for all. if I can, any rum ors to 
the effect that the President, first 
is in a condition which would make 
it necessary for him to consider 
resigning. And, second, that

After visiting with Eisenhower 
for about 15 minutes, Nixon told 
newsmen in the office of W h i t e 
House press secretary Jam es C. 
H agerty: “ I think one of the ma 
jor problems in this case is to see 
that the doctors believe he ought 
to have.” 
The doctors said Tuesday Eisen 
hower must get several weeks of 
rest and be restricted to substan­ 
tially decreased activity. They sir­ 
ed up chances for his complete re­ 
covery as excellent.

Days within m em ory when the affairs of

In short, say those whose voices can be 
heard the loudest above the din of uncer­ 
tainty and confusion, it is not sufficient to 
devote all military resources to the all-out 
task of missile, rocket .and satellite devel­ 
op ment —civilian p ursuits must be devoted 
toward this aim as well. 
Even overlooking

these voicings, such attitudes are danger­ 
ous to the continuance of a free society. 
There are those who advocate tile discon­ 
tinuance of the excellent
